Sec. 3. Voting by mail may be author- 
ized by the Executive Committee on any 
subject not inconsistent with action taken 
in convention.

The Executive Committee is 
authorized and instructed to make such 
rules as may be deemed suitable for carry- 
ing into effect the provisions of this article.

If he does not 
pay up in full within thirty days after 
such third notice his name ahall be 
dropped.

Principal Williams' Reply. 

Mv Dear Mr. Hanson: — Your 
inquiry regarding the Gal- 
laudet monument is at hand. It is in 
a bad condition much of the marble 
except the tall shaft being badly 
cracked, but I do not think it in any 
danger of falling. Two or three 
years ago the Directors of this school 
had it thoroughly cleaned and other- 
wise cared for. 

Now to answer your questions 
seriatim: 

1. I suppose that the monument 
was presented to the School when it 
was dedicated. While the proceed- 
ings and addresses at the dedication 
were fully reported, I do not find a 
word as to whose the monument was 
to be thereafter. 

2. I do not think that the school 
would contribute any large sum to- 
ward restoration or renewal of the 
monument. Perhaps as a matter of 
sentiment the deaf would not wish 
them to. For the expense of the 
monument when it was erected no 
hearing person was allowed to con- 
tribute a penny. Every cent came 
from the deaf. 

3. I do not think that the monu- 
ment is in any worse condition than 
it has been for some years, nor will 
it change rapidly, but it needs atten- 
tion.

Death of Mute Sister of St. Joseph 

Sister Patricia, for thirty-one 
years rt member of the order of St. 
Joseph, died at Mount St. Joweph's, 
Chestnut Hill, on Christmas Eve, of 
pneumonia^ after an illness of only 
a few days. 

The deceased, who was formerly a 
Miss Hughes, was a native of Car- 
bondale, Pa., where the family still 
reside. At age of eight years she 
lieoame incurably deaf and dumb 
as a result of an attack of ** black*' 
fever. Beccmiing a student of the 
Pennsylvania Institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb, then located at 
Broad and Pine Streets, this city, 
she was visited l>y Rev. Daniel A. 
Hrennan, then Chancellor of the 
Diocese, who also came from Carbon - 
date. In the institution, Fathei 
Bt*ennan found other Catholic pupils 
for whom no provision had been 
made as regards instruction iu the 
doctrines of the holy faith. He 
gathered them together and brought 
them to the Cathedral Chapel on 
Sunday for mass and catechism. The 
future Sister Patricia was bright and 
talented, and became an expert in 
the sign language. Being of a re- 
ligious disposition, she 00-operated 
with good effect in Father Brennau's 
efforts. 

After her graduation. Archbishop 
WoikI recommended her admission 
into the Sisters of St, Joseph, she 
having manifested a religious voca- 
tion. She used her talents for the 
benefit of those afflicted like herself, 
and taught a number of the Sisters 
the sign language. These assisted 
her in teaching catechism clashes 
for those attending the Pennsylva- 
nia Institution, tbe pupils coming 
for this purpose to the Cathedral 
Chapel, St. Joseph's, and ^t. Pa- 
trick's, as these became in turn con 
venient centres for the work while 
the institution was located at Broad 
and Pine streets Tbe same in- 
terest was manifest sd when the in- 
stitution moved to Mount Airy, and 
the Church of the Holy Cross l>e- 
came the centre. She and other 
Sisters of the order have been do- 
ing this work for thirty one years, 
even paying their own carfare. 

The only deaf-mute member of 
the order. Sister Patricia was de- 
voted to the interests of those who 
had first claim upon her sympathy, 
and being one of the most expert 
and graceful users of the sign lan- 
guage, she was of inestimable as- 
sistance to many, some of whom 
might have lost thi^ ' *'*- hut for 
her. 

Her funeral took plaoo on Tues- 
day nioining from Mount St. 
Joseph's Chestnut Hill. Vei v Rev. 
M.J. P. Qeragely, I). D.,0, S. A., 
pnivincial, "fiw^ celebrant of the 
Mass, and Rev. P. M. Whelan, of 
Amlder, former chaplain to the deaf- 
mutes, accompanied the remains to 
thej^ravein the ooinmunity ceme- 
tery, where the final l)lettsing was 
given. Three brotherH and a sister 
of the deceased from Carbondale and 
a number of deaf*mutes were pre- 
sent at the services, in addition to 
the sinteis of St. Joseph. — Cathohr

Some thirty or more 
were present. 

A. J. Morris of Bridgeport, was in 
Holyoke, Mass., Saturday evening 
January 7th, 1911, and Sunday 
follijwing. 

The Bridgeport dailies have re- 
ce^itly reported the granting of a 
divorce to Belle B. Chagnon from 
Moses Chagnon, of Derby "on the 
ground of intolerable cruelty." 
There is one child, a girl aged four, 
whom the mother was granted cus* 
tody. The couple were mairied in 
Chicago, III., just six yeaas ago, 
December, 1904. Mrs, Chagnon 
will make her lu)me for the present 
in New York City* with her parents, 
O. S. Beers, son of Mr. and Mrs.

Our deaf brothers and sis- 
ters in Derby seem to have been 
particularly unhappy in their ma- 
trimonial venture, and we fear some- 
what lacking in those better quali- 
ties of patience, forebearanoe and 
loyalty that are so essential for a 
true home life. There have been 
four such cases in this one Con- 
necticut town, and the record is 
not a creditable one. 

Mrs. Ella Peating died at the 
home of her niece, Mrs. J. T. Grant, 
Vine Street, this city, Saturday, 
December Slst, 1910, aged 68 years. 
Hei maiden name was Talcott, and 
she bad spent her entire life in 
ll.utford and vicinity, and was an 
aUminaj of the American School. 
Her husband T. C. Peating was also 
a pupil at the old school, and was a 
painter l>y trade. He died some 
years ago. Both were pleasantly 
known to the older geneatio nof deaf. 
Mrs Peating died quite suddenly of 
heart failure. The funeral was 
held at the Grant home, Tuesday, 
January 3d, 1911, Rev. Mr. Brown, 
of the Congregational Church, of 
which the deceased was a member, 
officiating. Those present of the 
deaf were: Prof, and Mrs. Crane, 
Mrs. L, C. Rock, Mrs, C.J. Nevers 
and Mis.^ Amelia A. Pease. The 
interment was in Glostenbury.

A SAD CASS OF NEGLECT. 

After having been totally blind 
for eighteen years, during which 
time he has suffered untob! agonies 
and has been without medical at- 
tention, with his face and head a 
mavHS of sores from burns received 
when only 5 years old, Livingston 
Meyers, a negro of Salem, is soon 
to undergo one of the most remark- 
able operatiuns ever recorded in 
medical circles in the Dixie hospital 
here. 

The case of Meyers, which will 
very likely attract atteniou in medi- 
cal circles throughout the country, 
is said by the local physicians to be 
unparalleled, and if the statements 
made by the man are true, the fact 
that he is now living seems incre- 
dible to tbe doctor. 

Several months ago Superinten- 
dent William C. Ritter, of the color- 
ed deaf and blind institution here, 
received word that a negro man was 
totally blind in a cabin at Salem, 
and that the man, although 23 
years old, had never receiveo any 
educational ad i^antages. Superin- 
tendent Ritt«r decided to investigate 
the case, little thinking that such a 
being as the man who came here 
could exist and finally it was agreed 
to have him sent to the school here 
for training. 

Reached here a few days ago. 
He had his head tied up in rags and 
presented a most pathetic sight to 
the superintendent, who ordered the 
new arrival be taken to quarters 
and given a bath. 

NOSE AN0 EYES GONE. 

Dr. Clarence Porter Jones was 
called to the school and when Dr. 
Jones began taking bandages from 
Meyers head he readily recognized 
that the condition of the neitro was 
one that needed sanitary care and 
also medical attention The sight 
the well known specialist witnessed 
was something terrific. Unfolding 
the cloths, Dr. Jones found that 
Meyers had no skin on his face from 
tbe mouth up to the back of his 
head; that the negro's nose bad 
been burned off to the edge of the 
face and that both eyes had been 
destroyed. 

Becoming more interested in the 
sight before him, Dr. Jones further 
found that the spots where had once 
t>een eye balls were simply two ugly 
looking sores, and altogether the 
uncovering of the negro's head 
tirought to light one of the most 
ghastly looking sight tbe specialist 
had over witnessed either in college 
or through his long experience as a 
troubles practitioner on eye, ear 
and nose. 

Finding that the discovery baffled 
his experience, Dr Jones called in 
Dr. Harry D. Howe and two physi- 
cians 800U set about to learn 
something of tbe case. 

FELL IN FIRS. 

Mtyers told the physicians that 
when he was five years old he fell 
into an open fireplace and that his 
head and face were burned to a 
crisp. Hiseyenight was destroy e<l, 
and there seemed to be nothing but 
a quick death l>efore him. At that 
time his mother sent for a doctor, 
but when tbe physician reached his 
home the doctor told the mother 
that nething could be done for her 
son and further explained that 
death would relieve him within a 
few hours. Meyers declares that 
from that day on until Dr. Jones 
saw him at the negro school here 
that he has not received tbe atten- 
tion of a physician, but that he has 
for eighteen years, now being 23 
yeaia old, suffered K'leatly and had 
Ilia injuries dtessed now and then 
by his father, who is a butcher In 
Salem. 



given medical attention the negro 
appears to be as happy as a boy out 
of school, notwithstanding his re- 
markable affliction. 

After consulting the Superinten- 
dent looking into the case farther. 
Dr. Jones and Dr. Howe had tbe 
man remove^l to the Dixie Hospital, 
where he is given treatment prepara- 
tory to fitting him for an operation 
by which skin from other portions 
of his l>ody will be grafted on his 
face and head, and artificial eyes 
will be furnished. 

The skin to t>e used in the graft- 
ing proccess will betaken from tbe 
negro's arms and legs and the opera- 
tion will be performed within tbe 
next few days. Dr. Jones said ym- 
tenlay that there is a total space of 
thirty inches of the man's head 
which will have to be covered with 
the skin. " It is one of the most 
remarkable cases I ever heard of, ** 
said Dr. Jones in telling the Daily 
Press representative yesterday of 
the facts. ** How the boy has lived 
foreighreen yeais surpasses my eotn- 
prehension." 

According to the local physicians, 
the discovery of Meyers fully justi- 
fies the legislature in establishing a 
school for the negero deaf, dumb 
and blind. Had it not been for the 
fact that Saperintendent Ritter is 
hunting up all the blind and deaf 
negroes, Meyers would possibly have 
lived on for several years at least 
under his terrible oondition in the 
little cabin in Salem. — Newport 
^€ws Daily iV«s, Jan. 6,

Mr. White is trying to have 
established a State school for the 
Deaf in Phoenix, Arizona. As yet 
his mission is short of fulfillment, 
but we hope and believe he will 
succeed. 

Nevertheless there is a deaf man 
who is superintendent of an institu- 
tion for the deaf and blind — and, 
more than that, who was the found- 
er of the institution. It is the 
Virginia State School for Colored 
Deaf and Blind Children, and Mr 
William C. Ritter, than whom there 
is no more able and intelligent a 
deaf man in all the South, is its able 
and progressive superintendent. 

Beginning with a single building 
of brick, on a l>eaatiful site at New- 
port News, Ya., be has added three 
new brick buildings, is educating 
sixty pupils, with an effective 
teaching corps, all of whom are 
white. There is no doubt but Mr, 
Ritter has the finest Negro School 
for the Deaf in the United States, 
snd by next session there will be a 
hundred pupils with an appropria- 
tion of $15,000 for ttieir education 
and care. An article in this issue 
of the Deaf-Mutks' Joubnal is a 
most convincing proof of Mr. 
Ritter's energy and efficiency in 
behalf of the hitherto neglected 
colored deaf and blind of Virginia, 
and emphasizes the value of the 
school which be, after long years 
of effort, succeeded in founding. 



GALLAUDET COLLEGE. 



Again the School for the Deaf at 
Lexington Arenne and 67th Street 
has bad a close call from destruction 
by fire. On the evening of Friday, 
January Idtfa, a big scare was caused 
by qaite & blaze discovered shortly 
after workmen who were repairing 
the roof had gone home. Only the 
qoiek work of the firemen prevent- 
ed a disastrous <K>nfiagration. The 
loss la estimated at over six tboa * 
sand dollars. 

AH of the two hundred and thirty 
paptls got out in safety and were 
bonsed for the night in the Armory 
of the Seventh Regiment, which is 
Jast across the street from the 
school. The deaf boys and girls 
marched in fire-drill order oat of 
tlie building and around the block, 
attd there was not a semblance of 
pitiiio. Principal Currier of the 
New York (Fanwood) Institution, 
as soon as be learned of the dis* 
iMMer, leiephos^d to Principal Tay- 
lor offering bis services and assist- 
ance in whatever way po«Miible. It 
was d^^-^^Hn^/i nrfth words of grate- 
ful api iU of the proffer. 

Whether or not the pupils of the 
school can resnme their studies is 
not yet certain, as the big iron 
frame of the cupola Im threatening 
to f«II, and street traffie along the 
block from d7th to 68tb Street on 
Lexington Aveoae bas been stop* 
ped, except the trolley cars which 
mn rapidly ^u^t without stopping. 

This Is another example of the 
grave responsibility tbat rests upon 
Ibe bead of a large school.

Francis Marion Tuttle, of 30 Gen- 
esee Street, who had gained quite a 
local repuation for himself as an 
artist, died suddenly at his home. 
About a mouth ago. Mr. Tuttle suf- 
fered a stroke of apoplexy but bad 
recovered sufficiently to t>e al)out as 
usual. This morning, although he 
complained of not feeling well, was 
out of doors shoveling the walk and 
about o'clock returned to the 
bouse. He was found dead shortly 
afterward.

The deceased was 72 years old. 
He was tK>m in this vicinity and had 
lived here all bis life. Mr. Tuttle 
had studied art in New York with 
some of the best instructors. Most 
of his painting were of scenes about 
the shores of Seneca Lake. 

His survivors are his widow, one 
son, Hammond B. Tuttle, and three 
grand children, Percy, Kenneth and 
Eunice Tattle. The funeral ar- 
raneemeuts will be annoonced later :

Editor the Journai^: In your 
edition of December 29th I note Mr. 
Chaa. B, Kemp's reminder to the 
Empire State Association that *Hhe 
National Association of the Deaf at 
its Colorado Springs Convention 
voted for a federation of State As- 
sociations. ' ' Mr. Kemp suggests 
that the Empire State Association 
should hold a convention this year 
and dispose of the question whether 
to join, the National body under the 
federation plan, or not. This sug- 
gestion is good and proper, and 
might be made to all other State As- 
sociations without violating the laws 
of ethics. But at the same time it 
seems proper to go a little into the 
history of the federation plan and its 
foisting upon the convention; also to 
call attention to one or two things 
that should make the members of the 
various State Associations pause and 
fxjnder before they commit their 
organization*! *^- the federation 
scheme. 

The federation of the N. A. D. 
has been ex-President Veditz's hobby 
for years, and he has left no stone 
unturned to attain his end. Were he 
still at the head of the National Asso- 
ciation he probably would exert his 
utmost to whip every State Asso- 
ciation into line, regardless of the 
wishes and opinions of the members 
thereof. It is characteristic of the 
man — a trait which becomes danger- 
ous when not used in moderation. 
The so-called majority report on 
federation, which Mr. Veditz sprung 
upon the convention and had it rush- 
ed through without giving the as- 
sembly time to fully consider each 
every and point, had been prepared 
by Mr. Veditz and had never been 
fully discussed and formally passed 
upon by the full committee on Fede- 
ration. Several of the mtmb^TB of 
that committee were entirely un- 
aware that any report had been 
agreed upon, if such were a fact, but 
their protests on the floor of the con- 
vention went for naught — Mr. Veditz 
wanted to have the so-called report 
adopted that very evening and was 
determined to have his way. He 
knew he could count on enough vtva 
vacevoieB to pass it over the op|x>si" 
tion; all had evidently been carefully 
arranged beforehand* 

Let me call the attention of the 
members of the Empire State Asso- 
ciation, and those of other State As- 
sociations as well, the boast by the 
majority that the federation report 
and several other pieces of " railroad- 
ing through" the convention were 
carried by a ''representative** and 
decisive vote. The vote may have 
been ** decisive'* in point of numbers, 
but it was far from representative- 
very far from it, indeed. The latter 
fact is not generally realized even 
among those who were at the con- 
vention — at least not among the so- 
called " minority/' embracing that 
progressive element which desired 
to sec a square deal given every 
one and wanted the convention to 
buckle down to business and do 
ihJni/n. Those who were on "the 
•** and knew of the working in 
Hit: ring that engineered those 
schemes which were carried by a 
"decisive" vote, |>robahly knew 
that had the vote on most of them by i 
ballot instead of viva voce, the results 



of the sentiment of the convention. 
In support of this assertion I have 
merely to refer to the vote on differ- 
ent matters at the Colorado Couven- 
tiou. Whenever a pet measure of 
Mr. Veditz was up for voting, and 
the vote was simply viva voce, it 
carried or fell according to the desires 
of the president. But when it came 
to the secret ballot, the "packed 
house*' was at sea to an extent. 
This was exemplified in the election 
for president, when the Seattle candi- 
date, after being before the country 
upward of twenty months as an as 
pirant for the honor, was able to 
carry the election by a scant majori 
ty often votes over a gentleinan 
who had scarcely ever been mention- 
ed for the presidency until the morn 
ing of the election. Had Mr. Long 
allowed his friends to make an active 
canvass for him for the office, during 
convention week, it is very reason- 
able to suppose that he would have 
carried the election by a majority 
ranging anywhere from 25 to 65 
votes, 

I have been digressing. The Na- 
tional Association at its Colorado 
Springs Convention voted for the fe- 
deration of State Associations, not 
by a truly " representative *' vote but 
by a "packed" vote. I am making 
this statement advisedly. If any 
State Association wants to adopt the 
federation plan and sink its own in- 
dividuality and the individuality of 
each of its members in the National 
body, I have no objections. But I 
want to show you that in so doing 
you are acting at the behest of a few 
interested individuals and not on the 
sol>er second thought of the leading 
deaf of the country ** How's this?" 
some one is asking. Well, there 
were at the Colorado Springs Conven- 
tion a large number of young ladies 
— delightfully pretty creatures whom 
it was a downright shame to use in 
the way they were used. Many of 
them were still attending school and 
others were un.sopbislicated in the 
ways of the world and not at all post- 
ed on any business that might come 
before the convention. They were 
innocent and willing tools in the 
hands of a few shrewd wire-pullers, 
and it was their votes that enabled 
Mr. Veditz to pass the federation 
plan over the votes of those members 
who voted from their own convictions. 

That there was a packed house 
was my conviction from the first 
day of the convention. A friend 
came to me at noon of the first day, 
after that motion of Rev. Hasen- 
stab's had been tabled through Mr. 
Wright's motion to adjourn. He 
asked me: ''Did you notice there 
is a crowd of young ladies on one 
side of the house, who vote as a unit 
and as Mr. Veditz wants the vote to 



go?** I had not noticed it, being 
seated in another part of the hall. 
Wednesday morning following, 
btisiness took me to the other 
side of the house, and by chance I 
took a seat directly back of this 
crowd of pretty creatures. What 
transpired satisfied me that the hou.*ie 
was " packed," but who was coach- 
ing the young ladies was not clear. 
The night that the federation plan 
came up and was railroaded through I 
had the good fortune to occupy a 
scat directly behind and two seats to 
the side of the lady who was coach- 
ing the crowd of female voters across 
the aisle. I noticed they were all 
intent on watching her, and when 
she arose and voted in favor of the 
federation scheme, despite Mr. 
Hanson's protests, two rows of 
young ladies did likewise. This 
made it clear to me what the game 
was, but I thought it impolitic to 
make public my convictions. Since 
the adjournment of the convention 
one of these young ladies has been 
telling of the frame-up, admitting 
that she was a party to it and nam- 
ing the leader who iuhtructed her 
and the others to vote exactly as she 
(the leader) voted, no matter what 
was the question before the assembly. 
This was the "representative" 
vote that carried the federation plan 
through. If the large incor|K>rated 
State Associations want to accept 
such a vote and go on record as 
favoring federation under the Na- 
tional Association, in face of such 
questionable practices at the con- 
vention, sinking their own indivi- 
duality and the individuality of their 
members, as well as making them- 
selves liable to lose their charters 
from the States in which they were 
organized, all well and good — it is 
their privilege. But I venture the 
assertion that when they know fully 
the circumstances connected with the 
passage of ' -eration plan, aside 

from its o able feature, they 

"will take a second think."

Jan. 14, 1911.— Christian B, Le- 
Clair, of the Home, whose illness 
WHS mentioned in last letter, died 
about eleven o'clock, Saturday 
nijjht, from brain fever and other 
complications. He had been feelde 
for a year or more from heart 
trouble. He partook of the Ciiriet- 
nias festivities with as much joy as 
any of those at the Home, but next 
day was taken down, Mr. McGre- 
gor went up Monday and conducted 
the funeral service in the afternoon, 
Hu umbor of tlie town people attend- 
ing. The remains wt^re laid away 
in the Home lot in Central Colle^^e 
Cemetejy. Mr, LeClairenteied the 
Home September, 1903, from Stark 
(bounty, and was ai>out 66 years of 
ai?e at the time of death. He was 
of a kindly disposition and never 
ijrave those under wlioaecare he was 
any troul»le. He delighted c'^pecial- 
ly to do watch, clock, and lock re- 
pairiaif, and often on our visits to 
the Home, we found him enfifaged 
in his spare time working on such 
things. 

A news dispatch in the Ohio 
State Joitrual thia morning, brings 
tire information that fire again, 
visited the Lexington Avenue, N. 
Y School for the Deaf. Whether 
the building was totally or only 
partially destroyed, is not statetl. 
The most gratifying statement is 
that the 230 children were all 
brought out from the building safe* 
ly. The Lexington Ave. School as 
is well known Is of the pure oral 
class, the use of signs and finger- 
sjieiling being debarred. This be- 
ing the case every one of the chil- 
dren uses nothing but speech. Yet 
in the dispatch it is stated that the 
little girl who gave tiie alarm, after 
being taken out of the building l>y 
passers l)y, ran to the basement 
where the Snperintendent and of 
fiers were at supper and made 
known to him of the fire by spelling. 
Why, after so much stress has l)een 
laid that the children coiiM talk, 
was not the alarm given by voice 
instead of first running to the din- 
ing room and made through finger 
spelling and thus save time? An- 
other point. All orders for the 
safety of the children were given in 
Mtgns. Speech in this cavse would 
have been useless to closed ears, and 
thus we see the value of the use of 
signs and through them no doul)t 
the loss of life was averte<t. The 
little girl, Maliel Stone, who carried 
the warning to the Superintendent 
is certainly a heroine and justly de- 
serves a Carnegie reward. 

According to the School Helper, 
Georgia, Atlanta has withdrawn 
her offer to entertain the N. A. D. 
Convention in 1913, because a few 
disappointed office shekels threat* 
♦^ned to form another association if 
Ihe convention were held there, 
their contention being that the con- 
vention would be under the thumb 
of Mr. Veditz We can honor the 
Atlanta deaf and those of the South 
in ireneral in their mardiness to 
withdraw their claims for the sake 
of haimon.v in tlie Associati(Hi. But 
we doubt if those who off**red the 
ttireats number a baker's dozen and 
fhe Association would i>e the belter 
off if they withdrew from it alto- 
gether. Atlanta has as much right 
10 put in its bid for the corjvention 
as any other city, and the place 
having boon decided upon all in- 
difference should be buiiod and all 
then should put their shoulders to 
the wheel and make the convention 
a succf^ss. As Atlanta is now out 
of the list, Cleveland, Ohio, should 
receive due consideration by the 
Committee. The South hasalieady 
had the convent ion twice, Wash- 
ington and Norfolk, then Chicago, 
St. Louis, St. Paul, New York and 
Colorado. Cleveland has all the 
attractions that go to make up a 
Convention City, and we opine that 
the deaf of tho city, wil I leave no* 
thing undone for the comfort and 
pleasure of their visitors. The city 
will no doubt offer a hall for the 
meeting and extend other cour- 
tesies. There are plenty of street 
cars and electric lines to neaiby 
towns, anil it will not be necopaary 
for members to trudge a mile or 
more to the meeting place. It has 
boon stated that the committee 
having the selection of the place of 
meeting will demand a guarantee 
fund of ♦*^,000 from the city that is 
chosen. For what purpose, may 
we ask is this money ? If the city 
proniisos to furnish a hall and the 
nocovssary roquisitles, Is not that 
sufficient? Is this $2,000 or a part 
of it to be used in furnishing the 
oflScors free traveling expenses, free 
hotel bills and the like, while the 
oidinary niombers must foot all 
their own expenses ? If such Is the 
case we are unalterably opposed 
to it» for it is nothing more than 
downright graft. At the N. F. 8. 
D. Convention in Louisville in 1909 
some thing like 1700 or 1900 had to 
be paid, but for what has never 
lieen made public. And yet alt the 
delegates had their railroad fare 
and hotel expenses paid by their re- 
spective divisions. If the N. A, I). 
meeiings are to be merely for a 
good time for a ho lee t few at the 
expense of the city whore the con- 
vention is hold, the association 
might as well cease to exist.

bles. It is the first time in the his- 
tory of the court, and possibly in 
the hifttory of the State, that a deaf 
mute has sncceissfully applied for a 
sepaiation. 

Attorney Rol>ert C. Gould, counsol 
for Mts. Chagnon, gave hisquesticms 
to interpreter Beers, who in turn 
gave the lawyer's words to Mrv, 
Chagnon in the sign langnatfo. 
Mrs. Chagnon, showing woudeiful 
8poed with her fingers, gave answer 
to Interpreter Beers, who repeated 
to the court, Mrs. Chagnon's fonr- 
5'ear-old child came along with her 
mother, the little girl, though her 
parents are mutes, can both speak 
and hear, 

Mrs. Chagnon told the court that 
she was married Nov. 24, 1904, In 
Chicago, afterwards coming to Der. 
by to reside, where her husband is 
now employed. Herhust)and, she 
said, often kicked and struck her. 
She had him airested for wife beat- 
ing. But the Derby court nolled the 
case. After the arrest, she left him 
and went to live with her parents in 
New Yo I k.— Conn.

An entertainroeot of the first 
water was given bi^fore the It'anwood 
Literary Aasociation, last Satorday

•*The Conqaest of Disease," by 
Prof. Harry Best. 

Mr. Best broaght his line-np into 
action by stating that the United 
States is the greatest nation in the 
world, leading in everything as nat 
rural resources, el C€iera\ but 
that it has not yet achieved leader- 
j^hip in the conquest of disease, 
thoui/li that goal is not far distant. 
He spoke of the world-old straggle 
between man and disease, from the 
time when a aick man was suppos- 
ed tx> be poftsested with devils, to 
the later discovery that the devils 
were nothing but germs. He gave 
an account of how a man was help- 
ed to get rid of the troubles^»me tor- 
mentors—namely, to bf»ftt them oat, 
the beaten one's pb' ^'s 

coming secondary. T^ ^'^^' 

vaHtation due to the *' Black Death," 
to which nearly twenty-five miiion 
people succumbed, was spoken of, 
and pointed out as an impossiblitlty 
nowadays, the stupendous pro- 
gress in the art of medicine and 
disinfection, aided by omnipresent 
cleanlineas, rendering it impossible 
for the disease to spread over a large 
area. Instead of wildly fleeing from 
the centre of disease, as in the old 
days. thn« aidink' the spread of in- 
of the unfortu- 
ild be effectually 
quarantined, the while an efficient 
Medical Corps would be wrestling 
with the malady, having been rush- 
ed thete at short notice. 

The revolution in the art of 
healing, brought about by the dis- 
covery of microbes by a monk, and 
later by Pasteur, after l>eing dis- 
coursed upon, was followed by a 
description of a germ, process of 
growth, and manner of attacking 
the health, was ended, by illustrating 
the war of corpuscle and germ. 

Robert Koch's discovery of the 
j^f-rm of tuberculosis, a hitherto 
incurable disease, was lauded as a 
great step forward to help in the 
j,nf»'^"**-**«>nn of that terrible scourge,

Wnu« imgue," whose victims are 
steadily failing off year by year. 
The same was said of small- pox, 
which was thonght, before the find- 
ing of its gerrr t to death 
to the person • it.

Xlie Oallavdel Alemarlal. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaadet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Btlilding for St. Ann's Chureh for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is sitnated on 14Sth Street, jast west 
of Amsterdam Avenne, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the ereo- 
tiou of such a building as aboTt 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a eenttr 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Qallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see th« 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the oharoh 
with which his nan^e has always 
heen associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him ih*t 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligiouM and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for ** The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
